Work Has Commenced on the Con- 


struction—Two Immense 


War chouses. 


Fires may come and tires may go, but 


notwithstanding their frequency and de- 
ttructiveness the progress of Fresno 
ivill not he seriously retarded. 


This could not be better exemplified 


ihan in the rebuilding on an enlarged 
.ind improved Bcale of the Fresno mill, 
which was tolally destroyed by tire last 
July. 


Work was commenced several days 
ince, and brick walls will soon rear 
Jiemselves on the site of the old mill. 
A large force of men are now engaged in 
excavating and clearing the ground pre- 
paratory to laying the foundations for 
one of the largest and best equipped 
milling establishments in 
California. 


The mill will be owned by the Sperry 
Flour Company, with Harry Sherwood, 
a local stockholder, as manager. 


J. M. Finch, the superintendent of 


construction, was seen by a representa- 
tive of TUB ItciTiiMCAN' vcsterdav, and 
he stated Ihal tho new null would have 
the advantage of the latest am! best 
machinery that science has devised. 
The location of the mill will be some- 
what changed, as it will be built on 
tho site of the old warehouse, while the 
warehouse will occupy the corner ol 
Fresno and N streets, where tlicold mill 
stood. All of the buildings will be con- 
structed of brick sinu uumuiil, mid Urn 
idea is to make them absolutely lire- 
proof, the floors even to be of cement. 


The mill proper will stand six stories 


high, 00 feet wide and (J3 icct deep. Its 
capacity will be 300 barrels daily. 


The dimensions, of thu warehouses 


will bo 54x110 feet and two ttories high, 
and 48x4H two stories high. 


The brick ollice, which occupies the 


Corner of X and Fresno streets, is 20x!JC 
feet, and almost completed. The engine 
house is no small affair, as it will occupy 
28 by 3li feel of epaeo. 


The smoke-stack will rise to the t=lu- 


pcndous height of 80 feet, and will make 
an excellent target for the kites of all 
the small hoys of Fresno. 


The mill will have a dual motor 


power, as il will be built so thai both 
water and steam can be used. Although 
the location of the mill is some distance 
further from the bank of the canal that 
flowed placidly along Fresno street be- 
fore judicial interference checked its 
course, the power transmissions wilt bo 
HO arranged that thu water power can be 
utilised whenever desired.

The evidence in the case outside ol 
lie confession made by James is purely 
ircuiustantial in character, and while 
very part of it must be produced, the 
treliminary work is tedious to a degree. 
James testified on oath before Justice 
LtiBtiu that himself, his wife and Sidney 
ones went out there on the 7th of last 
October to rob the store, and that while 
is wife held the team at a point down 
lie road, und be stood guard outside, 
ones went into the store at Tarpey 
tation, stabbed Good und robbed the 
tore. 
This confession did not have the effect 
urnes evidently expected, for the dis- 
rict attorney accepted the story as truu 
nd proceeded to collect evidence to 
mng James for the part he hud in the 
ffair. 
Whoever stabbed Good ran awuy from 


he store across a field to where the 
juggy was standing, as was shown by 
he tracks, which in length correspond 
vith that of James1 foot. 


Yesterday J. A. Arthur, a clear-faced, 
itelligent 
and 
resi>ecUible looking 


'oung man, testified that at the time of 
he murder be was in Humboldt coun- 
,y, but for some months hist past lie 
md been employed on the Tarpey es- 
atc. 
About the 12th of last July he found 
i the south side of the Toll House 


road, nearly opposite the store where 
jood was killed, a bowie knife, which 
vas incrustud with hardened dirt and 
dark stains, as if from dried blood. 


The knife was produced, and has a 


buckhorn handle, with brass guard and 
i blade about BIX inches long, and its 
neusurcments correspond in every par- 
-iculur with the width und depth of the 
•round that caused Good's death. 


The poiut where ho states he found 


,!ie knife is on the line of the tracks 
tcross the field above mentioned, and 
lie prosecution expected to prove that 
lames had owned just such a knife pre- 
•ious to the murder and lost it, con- 
tended that this was tho knife with 
vhich Good was killed. 


The defence contended that the Toll 


iloiiBG road was one on which the travel 
ivas heavy and that some mountain 
canister or hunter had probably lost it 
on tho road. 


There was considerable argument over 
be admission of testimony with regard 
,o this nature, during which the jury 
vas excused from the court room until 
fudge Harris decided to hear tho testi- 
nony.

After the examination of Arthur,Jobn 
Icrn. who was a quondam friend nnd 
.tttl of James" but who is now serving 
>ut a long sentence in San Qucntin, was 
put on tho stand. 


Hern hud stated to tho prosecution 


liorctofore that, while camping around 
with James, he had a bowie knife with 
which they cut up bread and incut, and 
iin description of it tallied in every par- 
jcular with tho knife found by Arthur 


.Tarpoy station. 
Hern hud further staled thut somc- 


Llme last November, shortly after the 
tniirdcr, James hud borrowed a knife ol 
Ilim, saying that he had lost his bowie 
knife. 


Hern was put on the stand to testify 


to these statements, but, in the lan- 
guage of the foothills, ho "Ilintlockcd" 
in the whole business, and his memory 
liccamo nebulous about the timu when 
lames had made the statement that the 


ife was lost, and couldn't tell whether 


it was before or after the murder. 


In speaking to n reporter Horn stated 


[.hut lie was not able to be positive 
ibont the date, from the fact that while 
lie was in prison some person hud taken 
possession of his valine and destroyed 
ill his receipts, papers and other d'ata 
which would Jmvc enabled him to fix
